in this Dioces are ) that our Canons are not very. 
ſtri&t in the point of .Ordination, as long as they: 

And inz 
deed to ſuch adegree, that ſome who haye been 
found unqualified and inſutficient for . learning, 
by them, are received.as Preachers among{\t.you, 
after being rejected by. us. Of which.I have one 
Notorious Example ſince I came to this Diocelſf, 
The like may be obſervedin the 1 1th Demand, 
that concerneth the peoples .interſt in chooſing, 
their Miniſter ; which can. no ways excule your: 
abſenting your ſelves, from. your. worſhip, or re- 
fuſing our Miniſtry, as long as our Munſters are. 
good Men and fit for. their Office $ nay. much bet- 
ter and fitter, by the conceſſion. of fome of your 
{elyes,, than thoſe for whom. ſome pariſhes- in 
this Dioceſs have Petitioned , when Vacancies 
happened. , As appears in three or four Inſtances.

never ſerve to amend what might be. really a- 
mils in your practice '; which I arh ſure was the 
deſign of whatT wrote: And 1 hope 'twill appear 
that'it was fo, to every one that will ſeriouſly 
review my addreſs to your Miniſters. 

ITE. The Third Allegation 'uſed by Mr. Foy/z 
to take off the force'of my book, is; That 1 have 
omitted to*handle that how of 'our Worſhip a;

That he 
that believeth and 1s baptiſed ſhall be ſaved : Which 1s 
an obligation on God by his promiſe, to give t5 
thoſe who rightly uſe this gn the fprritual grace or 
benefit ignified by it ; which is the 1econd thing, - 
requiſite in a ſacrament. 

3- The wilful neglect or refuſal of this ſacra- 
ment 15 damnable, and depriveth the obſtinate 
refuſer of the ſpiritual benefit ſignified in it; accord- 
ing to John 3.5, Except a inan be born of Water and 
the hirit be cannot enter into the Kingdom of God, Which 
is the third thihg we find requiſite 1n a ſacrament, 

. Let us now in the Second place ſee whether our 
Church aſcribes any of theſe to the Croſs inBaptiſm, 
for if we do not, it is a great miſrepreſentation to 
lay as Mr. Boyſe doth p. 164, That there wants mz 
thing but Divine Inſtitution to make it as much a Sa=z 
crament as Baptiſm it ſelf, 

Firſt then, we do not teach that the /ign of the 
Croſs was Inſtituted by God to ſignify any Spiritual 
Grace or Benefit we expeC& from him.- On the con - 
trary it ſignifies only the duty we owe to God, It 
15 not uſed to ſignify any Grace or Benefit commu- 
nicated from God to us, as f2ns 'do in ſacramepts ; 
but only to ſignify the return we ought to make 
to God tor the benefits he has vouchfafed us in 
Baptiſm ;, That is, not to be aſhamed of Chriſt Crucified, 
but manfully to fight under his Banner, and continue his 


| ſoldiers and ſervants.” * O The 
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The Firſt thing therefore neceſlary to the nature 


of a-ſacrament is altogether wanting to the ſign of 


the.Croſs, And it was incumbent on Mr. Boyſe to 
ſhew us what. ſpiritual grace or benefit from God this 
frenſignified with. us, before he affirmed it to want 
nothing to make it a ſacrament as much as Baptiſm : 
for ſince Bapti/m-ſignities, A death unto ſin and a new 
birth unto. Righteonſneſs, which are Spiritual Graces 
we expect unmediatly from God, he ought to have 
ſhew'd ſome ſach frritual Graces or benefits which 
we imply the Croſs to{znity, or elle it plainly 
wants tins part of the Nature of @ ſacrament. 

But Secondly, . the ſecond part 1s as much want- 
ing... Our Church never Taught that God was 
obliged by any promiſe, or that we onght to ex- 
pe& on qur,due uſe of rhe S;gn of the Croſs, that 
God would grant us any greater Benzfi* by it. On 
the contrary, we unanimouſly Teach that the 
Croſs is not uſed to {ignifie any Spiritual Grace 
or Benefit. expected from God, but to profeſs and 
declare a duty of ours to him, even that ze ought 
not to be. aſhamed of his ſufferings : Our Church teach - 
eth us to expect, that whereas by Nature we are 
Children of, Wrath, we ſhall in; Baptiſm be made 
Childrenaf God.. And in the Sacrament of the Lord's- 
Supper, 'weare Taught toexpect the ftrengthung and 
refreſhing of eur fauls by the Meas and blood 'of C br. AS 
our bodies are by Bread and Wine: But we are 
not Taught to expect any ſuch thing in the uſe 
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of the /1gn' of the Groſs, cr that! God hep annexed 
any ſuch promiſe to it : And-theretore to alledge 
that according to our Church there 55 nothing, 
wanting. but. Divine 1njiitutin:oo: make the fan 
the Croſs as much a;Sacramentias Baptgmnt fel ' 18/4 
miſrepreſentation, without ground'or colour: Let 
me 2dd that this Obligation.on God by promile, 
to grant us the ſpiritual Grace or Benefit ſignified by 
it, on our due aſe of the fg; is the very thing 
that conſtitutes a Sacrament, and diſtinguiſhes '1t 
trom all other /z2ns ; and this being wanting, tho' 
a gn, had all other things like a Sacrament, yet 
it would beno more a Sacrament, then an Image, 
that in' every thing elſe ( oy a tonal) were 
like a Man wou'd be a Man 

But I hirdly,' As the two. firſt things neceſſa- 
ry to a Sacrament are / wanting to: it, -: according 
to our Doctrine, ſo is the Third ; lince'we 
do. not Teach that the Neglecting or Omiting 
this Sign deprives us of any ſpritual Grace. If we 
willfully negle& or refuſe Baptiſmtis a:damnable 
lin, and deprives us of our Title to the Kingdom 
of Heaven : And the like we Teach: CONCCrnINg, 
willtull neglect of the Lord's-Supper 5 That it de- 
prives -us-of the Nourdhment which we-thould 
derive from the: -partivipation-of the! Bady. and 
Blood of Chriſt. But we never Taught any fuch 
thing concerning the fgn of the Croſs... Neither can 
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any iuch thing be ſhewed in our Articles, Canons, 
or Offices : On the.contrary, the 30 Canon expre- 
{ly Teaches, that the fignof the Croſs, uſed after 
Baptiſm, addeth nothing to the Vertue or Perfe- 
Aion thereof : Norifit be omitted dorh it take 
any thing from the ſubſtance or efficalie thereof, 
And accordingly when omitted in private Baptiſm: 
by Order of the Church, 'tis declared that in that 


caſe all is well done, and according to due Order concerns 


ing baptiſing the Child. I conclude therefore, di- 
rectly contrary -to what Mr. Boyfe alledges, That 
beſades Divine Inftitutien every thing is wanting to make 
the ſtgnof the Croſs a Sacrament, that is proper to Bap=z 
tiſmor any other Sacrament ; And I muſt profeſs that 
I find as little {trength in this Argument againſt 
the Crofs as 1n any that Mr. Boyſe has produced on 
the other heads; and the whole force of it ſeems 
to me'to proceed from two muſtakes concerning 
the nature of Sacraments. Firſt, As it they were 
Signs from us to God, and not wholly from God 
to us. And Secondly, Asif it were to learn the 
nature of Sacraments from the ſchools, and the 
partial definitions of intereſled Diſputants, and 
not from the Holy Scriptures only. Hence he 
has not given us one place of Scripture to prove 
his unperte& Account of a Sacrament, p. 464. 
Bat inſtead thereof tells us of the Croſs being ſet 
wp to repreſent Chriſt crucified, |Our being brought unz 
| der 
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der ſolemn Obligations to confeſs the Birth of Chriſt, and 


. of Moralcaſualtie aſcribed to this Ceremony. All which 


have little to do with the nature of a Sacrament, I 
would have you better conſider for what a Sacra- 
ment 15intended, then that you ſhould be led to 
uſe theſe as the only deſign of it; If we keep to 
the Holy Scriptures, and to the words thereof, 
as | have laid them down, we ſhall have a much 
better underſtandingot its Nature. 

III. But to proceed in the third place, I ſay 
that the uſe of the Croſs in Baptiſm is warranted by 
Scripture, And here I- muſt defire leave to be 
ſomething large and particular, that I may ex- 
plain this point to ordinary Capacities: And in 
order to enable you to judge of it, I defire you 
to conlider, 

1, That weare obliged to exprefs the inward 
Reverence and ſenſe of our minds concerning 
God, by ſome outward means ; whereby we 
may preſerve and increaſe that ſenſe in our ſelves, 
and may make appear to others what we think 
of God and holy things. Thus we are obliged to 
expreſs our ſenle of God's Ezcellencies, by Praiſes; 
our ſenſe of our dependance on him, by Confefſon 
of bis Power and Prayers, our ſenſe of having Of- 
fended him by Confeſſion of our Sins, and our Reſoluti- 
on of Amendment, by Promſes and Vous. 

2, Ihe Scripture command us to expreſs theſe 

in- 
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inward thoughts and ſenſe of our minds, by A- 
flions, as well as by Words, Thus we exprels the }. 
Submiſhon of our minds, by Adoration; our Humity 
before God, by Kneeling, or Froftration, &e, Which 
Actions, the Scriptures have as much Warranted, 
in our Addrefles to God, as they have Words, and 

enerally ſpeaking, they are rather more Efle- 
tual and Sincere Expreſſions of the ſenſe of our 
Minds, then Words. 

3- Ihe Scriptures teach us to expreſs our 
Thoughts and Senſe of our Minds, in ſuch Words 
and Actions as on other ſeriouſs Occafions ferve 
toexpreſs the like ſenſe and diſpoſitions of mind : 
So that we are not to invent new Words or Actt- 
ons to {ignifie our Submiffion or Thankfulnels, 
ec. to God ; but we are to uſe ſuch as the gene- 
ral cuſtom of our Country have'made ſignificant 
in the like caſes ; for by uſing them our Neigh- 
bours will beſt underſtand us, and we our ſelves 
will be moſt likely to be ſtirred up by them. 

That it is our Duty to uſe thele Actions in the 
Worſhip of God, will appear from the'whole te- 
nour of the Scriptures : Thus, becauſe bowing 
the body in all-places of the World argues Re/peft, 
therefore the Scriptures - Warrant our bowing 
when we-come into God's preſence : Thus be- 
cauſe by the general cuſtom of the World, Knee/- 
ing 18 a token of humbly ſupplicating thoſe, to 

: whom 
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whom we kneel ;. therefore in our Confeſſion s 
and humbleſt Addrefles to God the Scriptures 
reſcribe tous to kneel : Thus, becauſe ſervants 
ftand when they attend their Maſters, therefore 
in our Praiſes, and ſome other Seryices we pay to 
God, the Scriptures warrant us to ſtand. Thus, be- 
cauſe in the Eaſtern Countries' thoſe that came 
into the Courts of Princes pat off their Shoes out 
of neatnel\s or retpect, therefore God ſometime re- 
quired his Worſhipers to approach his preſence 


in the like manner. Thus, becauſe it was the 


cuitom tor Maſters to give their ſervants a New 
Name at their admiſſion into their Families, there- 


- foie God gave Abraham a New Name, at his admit- 


ing him to his peculiar ſervice ; and hence came 
the cuſtom of giving a Name at Circumciſion. 
Thus, it was the cattom of the World to exprels 
a ſenſe of deep forrow by Faſting, lying on the 
Ground, -covering themielves with Sackcloath, 
Renting their Garments, and beating their bo- 
dies; and hence we find Holy Menufing all theſe, 
to expreſs their forrow tor their fins, Thus, they 
expreſled their Religious as well as Civil Joy, by 
ſinging, feaſting, dancing, fending portions to 
their Friends, by white Garments, and more then 
Ordinaxy Neatnetfs in their Drets. And of this 
Nature there are many other inſtances : Which 
fully ſhew us that the ſcriptares warrant us to 
make 
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make uſe of ſuch fit ACtions to expreſs our 
thoughts and ſenſe of Religious things, as the 
cuſtom of each Country has made proper and 1g- 
nificant to expreſs the paſſions of our minds on 
other occaſions ; and do no more bind us to the 
particular AZtons of holy Men mentioned therein, 
if they have loſt their ſignificancy, then they 
bind us to their words, -which we do not under- 
ſtand. This appears from many inſtances of 
Scripture Actions, now diſus'd by us, and of others 
brought into uſe, particularly that of Uncovering . 
the Head : An Action neveruſed in Scripture as 
a ſign of reverence, yet lawfully uſed by us ( from 
the fore-mentioned Implyed Rule of Scripture ) 
becauſe Cuſtom has given it a general ſignificati- 
on of Reſpect. 

4. Glorying inthe ſufferings of Chriſt. and profeſling 
our ſelves ready to follow him, even to the moſt 
12nomintous death on the Croſs, is a duty incum- 
bent on us by the Scripture Gal. vi. 14. God forbid I 
ſhould Glory ſave in the Croſs of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
Therfore we ought to exprets this duty and glory 
in it, by ſuch outward means as are moſt proper, 
and do moſt effteftually and generally ſignify it. 
And lince by univerſal cuſtom there are aCtions 
as well as words that ſignify this our glorying in 
the Croſs of Chriſt, ſcripture preſidentes warrant 
and vbliges to uſe both.

Ioconclude, neither Seripture nor Reaſon hin- 
der us from uſing fach Signs in Exprefling or Pro- 
tefling our Duty to God, as properly and by gene- 
ral conſent fignifie it. On the contrary, they 
Warrant us to nafe ſuch S:gns as well as Words : 
which Words are Signs themſelves, made fignifi- 
cant only by cuſtom : whereas many Attons haye 
the ground of their ſignificancie from nature. _ 
But here we muſt take care not to inſtitute fgns 
to fignifie and oblige God to confer his Favours or

Thus much I have thought needful to lay before 
you concerning the /zgn ”; the Crofs; and I think is 
ſuſficient to convince any unbyas'd perſon, . that 
you have no cauſe to ſeparate from our Worſhip 
on that account. 

As for the reſt of Mr, Boyſe's Remarks, which T
